Serbia Warns 
Mussolini 


Off Frontier

BERLIN, Nov. 23.—Stephen Rad 
itch, the firebrand Jugo-Slav minister 
of instruction, and leader of the Croa- 
tlan péasants’ party, hurled a threat 
at Premier Mussolini of Italy in a 
speech at Laibach last night, accord, 
ing to the Ulistein Agency’s Belgrade 
eorrespondent. 

M. Raditch adopted a tone which 
could only be justified. under the 
strongest provocation, when he 
warned Italy against violation of the 
Dalmatian frontiers. The speech con- 
vinced diplomatic circles here and in 
Vienna that the relations between the 
two nations are strained to the ut- 
most breaking point. 

Will Draw Many Foes. 

“If. the adventurer policy wins in. 
Italy it will not only have us against 
it, but also Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, 
Roumania, and Turkey,” M. Raditch

In view of the enormous increase of 
federal prosecutions other experts are 
inclined to regard Mr. Wiheeler’s view 
as tdo conservative. One estimate ts 
that’ it would take not less than 100 
additional federal judges to dispose of 
fedéral prohibition cases promptly and 
keep pace with the grand jury indict- 
ment mills.

Figures Are Cited. 


During the last fiscal year the gov- 
ernment prosecuted 48,000 persons for 
violation of the. Volstead act, all the 
way from rum running to hipflask nip- 
ping. Of these 39,000 were convicted 
and either fined or imprisoned. There 
were still.pending, however, at the 
close of the fiscal year, 25,000 cases, 
and that was an incréase of 3,000 over 
the previous year. Unless more judges 
are provided, the government soon will 
be inundated by p ngs against 
the drinking part of the population. 

The proposed flying squadron of fed- 
eral judges would be used first in New 
York City, where United States Attor- 
ney Buckner says that if Washington 
will only give him enough judges he 
will be able to jail all the illicit drink- 
ers, even the flask toters and waiters 
in the speakeasies. For want of enough 
judges he 4s concentrating upon the 
bootleggers and the proprietors of the 
liquor selling night clubs. 


The New York state and municipal 
officiais do not lift a finger to enforce 
the Volstead act, acocrding to Mr. 
Wheeler. He was asked about Chi- 
cago. 

“United States Attorney Olsen is 
doing excellent work,” said Mr. Wheel- 
er. “‘ Mayor Dever and Chief of Police 
Collins also are enforcing the law sin- 
ecerely and aggressively. I regard the 
situation in Chicago, from the enforce-

New York, Nov. 23.—[(Special.]—The 
two mysterfous tétters from Leonard 
Kip Rhinelander to his Negroid wife, 
written before their marriage, were 
read today after an impassioned con- 
flict between attorneys on the two! 
sides. They proved to be every bit as 
shocking as was expected. ‘They were 
such that Supreme Court Justice Mor- 
schauser ordered all women excluded 
from the court during the reading. 

The letters were mailea from Cliff 
house, San Francisco. One was dated 
June 6, 1922, the other July 11, 1922. 

there was a tense silence as the 
voice of Lee Parsons Davis, attorney 
for Mrs. Rhinelander, droned through 
them. “Nobody smiled; men dropped 
their heads and studied the tables or 
chairs before them. But young Rhine- 
lander gazed stolidly in fyont of him, 
the muscles of his face working slight- 
ly, otherwise retaining that strange 
composure which has marked him 
throughout the trial. 


Blamed It on Alice. 


When both letters had been read 
and he was asked why he wrote them 
he said that “ Alice asked me to.’ Mr. 
Davis demanded that he produce a sin- 
gle letter in which she expressed a de- 
sire for such letters or had written 
such things to him, and Rhinelander 
sat silent. 

Another sensation came when Mr. 
Davis called on Justice Morschauser 
to clear the courtroom of all men in 
it not having business there so that 
he might have Mrs. Rhinelander dis- 
robe and show the jury how dark her 
skin was.

Attorneys in Clash. » 

The letters were introduced early in 
the morning after Attorney Mills, coun- 
sel for Rhinelander, and Mr. Davis 
had locked horns over statements as 
to the adjournnient. When court 
opened and every one Was on tiptoe 
to know if the case would go on or 
if the introduction of the letters had 
forced the Rhinelanders to halt the 
case, Mr. Mills rose and said that he 
wished to make a statement. 

Attorney Mills objected to the read- 
ing of the letters, charging that. Leo 
Parsons Davis, cgunsel for Mrs, Rhine- 
lander, had sought to intimidate Kip 
by threatening severa! times previous- 
ly to intreduce them. 

He admitted he was overwhelmed 
by the contents of the letters and had 
asked the adjournment last week in 
order to confer with those interested 
in Rhinelander to see if they cared to 
proceed with’ the trial 

Mills Defies Davis. 

Ending his remarks, Mills shouted: 

“Now I defy this man to do his worst. 


Let this trial proceed.” 
Davis moved for a mistrial, but the 


court overruled him. 


Then Mr. Davis read the letter in af 


deep, low voice. It was dated July 11, 
1922, from San Francisco. 

Rhinelander’s head drooped but the 
partially paralyzed muscles of his face 
gave no indication of his feelings.

Tear bombs and frearms used By 
Evanston police last night failed to halt 
a riot staged by 1,200 Northwestern 
university students in protest against 
Michigan's claim to the Big Ten foots 
ball championship. 

The police were thrown to the 
ground and roughly handled; An 
abandoned, partly wrecked fraternity 
house was set on fire. Firemen who 
tried to extinguish the blaze wet 
thrown aside and tires and hose were 
cut. A fence was torn down in &@ 
street in the middle of town and car 
ried to Fountain square, where a huge 
bonfire was built. 

Mayor Bartlett was’ slugged when 
he sought to interfere with words of 
timely advice and the automobile of 
Chief of Police Wiltberger was turned 
over and so badly damaged that he 
was unabfé to use it again during the 
night. 

Mayor Threatens Them. 

Mayor ‘Bartlett, smarting under ths 
indignity and the “blows he received, 
condemned the students and the uni- 
versity authorities in bitter terms. 
“If there is a repetition of such dis 
order,’ he asserted, “I shall order the 

police to shoot and shoot to kill. This

AYLIGHT is beginning to show on 
the measles question. The out- 
1) standing improvement is in the 
use of blood to vaccinate with. 
At first the plan was to use the blood of 
children just recovering from the dis- 
ease with which to vacainate other chil- 
dren. That plan has value, particularly 
in children’s homes and hospitals. When 
the disease appears in such an institu- 
tion and an epidemic threatens, a few 
convalescents can supply enoygh blood 
to make every child in the institution im- 
mune. This plan has been used several 
times and it worked. 
The next step was for the health dé- 


| partment to collect and keep on hand a 
supply of convalescent serum. That plan 


did not work. Neither money nor in- 
fluence could coax serum to meét even

The plan now is to use the blood of 
people who have had measles at some 
time or other in their lives. The blood 
is injected into the muscles of the person 
who is being vaccinated. The result is 
that the vaccinated person is partially 
protected. He has a very mild case of 
measles, often without any eruption, is 
slightly sick for a few days, is not in 
danger of complications, and thereafter 
is immune to measles. 

These are results that could not be 
greatly improved on when the simplicity 
of the plan is taken into consideration. 
When measles appears in a regiment of 
soldiers, in a hospital, or a children’s 
home, in a school or even in a town, the 
authorities and the physicians hunt up a 
moderate number of grown people and 
persuade them to give up a little blood. 
The donors are in no wise harmed. So 
far amthe selection of donors is con- 
cerned, not much investigation need be 
done, A clear cut history of measles at 
some age—it matters not what age— 

ust be established. Second, the possi- 
bility of active syphilis must be care-
